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Dr. C. J. Beers 
Passes While on 
Holiday Visit 


Vote on Park 
Bond Issue Is 
Set for Jan. 30 


Dr. Charles J. Beers passed away 
Wednesday morning at Lompoc, where 
he had gone with Mrs. Beers and the 
children to spend the holidays at the 
home of Mrs. Beers’ parents. News 
of his sudden demise came to his 
Sierra Madre friends with a shock 
which made it seem unbelievable. 

Although he had not been in robust 
health since retiring from business a 
few years ago, Dr. Beers had seemed 
as well as usual just before leaving 
Sierra Madre at Christmas time for 
the drive to Lompoc. While there he 
was taken with pneumonia. On 
Wednesday word was received here to 
the effect that his condition was some¬ 
what better, and almost immediately 
following came the message that he 
had passed away. 

Dr. Beers was a native of Illinois, 
bom in 1871. He spent his boyhood 
in Mt .Pleasant, Iowa, where he re¬ 
ceived his education from preparatory 
school tu the degree of Master of Arts 
in Iowa Wesleyan University. He re¬ 
ceived his degree in dentistry from 
Northwestern University and prac¬ 
tised for a time in Des Moines where 
he was one of the faculty of Des 
Moines Dental College. 

Coming to Los Angeles more than 
twenty years ago. Dr. Beers built up 
a highly successful practice which he 
maintained until his retirement and 
removal to Sierra Madre a few years 
ago. 

Dr. Beers was a member of the Ma¬ 
sonic fraternity, a past master of 
Westlake Lodge in Los Angeles, a 
member of the Shrine and other 
bodies. In college he was a member 
of Phi Delta Theta. Of pleasing per¬ 
sonality and steiling character, Dr. 
Beers was held in highest esteem by 
a very wide circle of friends. 

In addition to his devoted wife, Dr. 
Beers leaves two small children, Mar¬ 
garet and Leroy. 

At the hour of going to press ar¬ 
rangements for the funeral were 
awaiting advices from out of town 
and the time could not be announced. 

The many friends of Mrs. J. A. 
Osgood will regret to learn that she 
is confined to her bed through illness 
with an intestinal disorder that result¬ 
ed in septic poisoning. While her ill¬ 
ness has caused considerable worry to 
those nearest to her, yet her physician 
gives every assurance that she may 
be restored to her former good health. 


The park question will be settled 
at the polls on January lit). At that 
time the voters of Sierra Madre will 
pass on the proposed bond issue of 
$30,000 for purchase and improvement 
of the Hart property at Central and 
Hermosa. The cost of the property 
will be $18,000, the remaining $ 12,000 
being for improvement of the proper¬ 
ty into a nist class park. 

The ordinance submitting the prop¬ 
osition to the voters was adopted at 
the adjourned meeting of the city 
trustees helu Saturday afternoon. 

The Hart property consists ol about 
three acres, witii streets on three sides 
and bearing a large number of beauti¬ 
ful trees which would give the city 
a park almost ready made. It is one 
of the iew remaining sites for a cen¬ 
trally located park and probably has 
no equal in Sierra Madre in the way 
of tree growth. There are a great 
many citizens who feel the city should 
acquire and improve the property and 
not wait until prices are so high as 
to make park development a prohibi¬ 
tive expense.

Charles T. Askew, one of the best 
known men in the wholesale paper 
business for many years, passed away 
at his home on North Baldwin avenue, 
on the evening of New Year’s Day. 
He had resided quietly in Sierra Madre 
the past three years, having suffered 
a paralytic stroke and a long period 
of illness. 

Charles T. Askew was born in 
Raleigh, N. C., November 30, 1868. He 
„was a school mate of the Hon. Jo¬ 
sephus Daniels and the Hon. Locke 
Craig of North Carolina. He left the 
University of North Carolina in June 
1878 and joined his father, Col. Wil¬ 
liam F. Askew in the manufacture of 
paper at the Falls of Neuse, near 
Raleigh. He afterwards, in 1884 
joined the sales department of A. G. 
Elliot & Co., of Philadelphia, traveling 
the entire southern states. At this he 
w'as so successful that J. Q. Breble & 
Co and J. B. Sheffield & Son of New 
York offered him a flattering salary 
to go with them. Here again he was 
a success. 

In 1892 he and Mr. Henry N. Dewey 
formed a partnership to wholesale 
paper in New York under the firm 
of Dewey & Askew. Later Mr. Askew 
succeeded Mr. Dewey and ran the 
business as Charles T. Askew, at 166 
William street, New York. He was 
not prosperous here and gave over the 
business to his creditors in 1898. 

He afterwards went to Atlanta, Ga. 
and in a brokerage paper business 
did well, until be had throat trouble, 
when he came to California in April, 
1905. Since that time he was with the 
San Francisco house of Zellerbach Ta¬ 
per Co., until 1908, when he joined the 
forces of the same company in Los 
Angeles and as manager of sales and 
a salesman he continued until he 
retired. Mr. A -kew belonged to the 
B. P. O. E. No. 78 of Atlanta, Ga., also 
the Fraternal Brotherhood of Los An¬ 
geles. 

Left to mourn his death are his wife 
Mrs. E. M. Askew and an only son, 
Charles E. Askew. Funeral services 
were conducted on Thursday by Rev. 
W, JL Rawlings, at the Allen T. Gay 
funeral parlors.

Installation of the new 21,000-gallon 
water tank on the knoll above Canyon 
Park has been progressing rapidly 
this week. W’ater Superintendent 
Tom Henderson says the work will re¬ 
quire one more day than he expected, 
but will be completed by Saturday 
afternoon. 

This galvanized iron tank is high 
enough to give pressure for the ele¬ 
vated houses in the canyon. These 
people have suffered so long from un¬ 
dependable water supply that the new 
tank will afford a most welcome re¬ 
lief. 

The new tank will be equipped with 
a float and electric switch which will 
automatically start the motor which 
operates the booster pump when the 
water falls to a certain point. The 
water is boosted about 80 feet from 
another reservoir which is supplied by 
gravity water from the city tunnels. 
In this way a continuous and depen¬ 
dable supply is assured with a mini¬ 
mum of pumping expense.

The annual statistical report of the 
board of supervisors for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, last, is ready for 
distribution. 

This is conceded to be the most com¬ 
plete report ever published by the 
supervisors of this county. It con¬ 
tains 202 pages and in addition to the 
financial statements and statistical re¬ 
ports, there is a section devoted to 
reports of the departments showing 
services performed and results attain¬ 
ed. There are a number of illustra¬ 
tions covering some of the more im¬ 
portant projects undertaken or re¬ 
cently completed. 

The total revenue, accrued income 
and receipts from various sources 
amounted to $59,402,518.01, during the 
last fiscal year. 

The two largest items of this 
amount are general property taxes, 
$29,535,652.5o and debt obligations is¬ 
sued, $15,770,387.87. 

The total government cost was $42,- 
338,217.09, as shown by the schedule 
of expenditures, payments and ap¬ 
propriations. The total bonded in¬ 
debtedness was $39,727,973.34, out¬ 
standing June 30, last. 

Total value of property owned by 
die county, including schools, was 
$47,296,273.17.
